An officer of the French count- 
er-spy service once reniarked to me: 
“Our greatest problem is not the 
German spy, but people who do not 
mean any harm.” 

He was right. I could quote dozens 
of confirmatory examples from.my 
own experience. Some of the ‘men 
reading these lines will remember 
the Battie of the Somme in 1916, The 
first idea was a surprise attack — 
by far the best form. Information 
continuously leaked over to the Ger- 
mans, however. I was one of the 
plumbers deputed to tracé the leak. 

1 went back to Amiens, the great 
railway centre, My disguise was very 
simple; no whiskers or grease paint. 
I was a British private soldier and 
I pretended to be half-tight—a very 
easy disguise. For three weeks I 
hung around public houses frequented 
by French railwaymen.
